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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 
For the Year Ending February 15, 1913. 


Another year has gone and again vour school board 
submits the report of the past vear. 

There were fifty-three pupils by enumeration Sept. 1, 
1912. 

Thirty weeks of school was maintained in two schools. 
Owing to illness among the pupils in No. 1, one week was 
omitted, while in No. 3, owing to the removal of one 
family from town, leaving only three pupils, it was 
thought better to close the school with twenty-eight 
weeks. 

In some of the schools we feel good work has been 
accomplished; we have heard no complaint by. either 
parents or teachers. 

In No. 2 the best results will never be obtained until 
the parents work with the teacher to have a good school 
and encourage the teachers in their efforts to do good 
work. 

There is too much inclination to look for faults instead 
of the good there is. Parents need insist upon their chil- 
dren attending school regularly and attending to their 
duties while in school. 

This brings us to a subject which does not seem to be 
realized by parents as it should be. That is, if a pupil is 
fourteen vears of age or over, but begins to attend school, 
he or she cannot go or stay at home, just as they please, 
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but must attend regularly, unless prevented by sickness, 
or else must remain at home. The school board cannot 
compel these to attend school, but can insist upon their 
remaining at home if not willing to attend regularly. We 
do not think that parents realize the necessity of their 
children being in school every day and on time. Our 
registers show altogether too many absent and tardy 
marks. In one school during the spring term there was 
not an absent or tardy mark, giving the register a very 
clean look and greatly assisting in making our reports. 
We think if parents took more interest in their children 
and in our schools, there would be many less marks. 

The great need of our town is that of a district super- 
intendent. We do not know how this can be accom- 
plished, but it would be of great advantage to the schools 
and very helpful to the teachers if one could be had. 

Busy men and housewives cannot give the time to the 
schools which is needed. Repairs are needed very much, 
but we were unable to get workmen to do the work. We 
thank those who have ever had a word of encouragement 
for the members of the school board; thanks, also, to 
those who, probably not always satisfied with the school, 
still find no fault, realizing that we cannot always do as 
we should be glad to do, but try to accomplish what is 
best for all as we can under existing circumstances.
